In 1974, the writer collected two specimens of Cladonia multiformis 
Merr. at Mt. Hoshi, Nishimuro-gun, Wakayama Pref. In external 
appearance, the present species resembles C. submultiformis Asah., from 
which it can be clearly distinguished by the lack of homosekikaic acid 
and atranorin. This is the first record of the present species in Japan.
